Taken as a plain statement of facts, 
this may be true, technically, but 
the "marrying squire" is well aware 
of the fact that if a couple comes 
from some distant point t« be wed- 
ded, there is some very good reason 
for them not marrying at the place 
where the marriage license was is- 
sued, which should be the home of 
either the bride or bridegroom, pro- 
riding the clerk, did not violate the 
law in issuing the license.

points of the state, have for many 
years been famous (or infamous) 
as places where there is no regard 
for the marriage laws and where a 
wedding may /be performed regard- 
less of wherf the1 license was is- 
sued.

•prung into prominence l>y reason 
of its '-'marrying parlors" and a 
justice of the peace whohelieves that 
a license is all -that is necessary 
at a wedding. 


The legislature should take cog- 


nizance of this condition and sur- 
round the issuing of licenses with 
more restrictions, because there is 
a. widespread sentiment that this 
evil is growing to such a point that 
it should be curbed.
